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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The status of claim 31 indicates "Currently amended", but does not appear to be. The status of claim 35 also 
indicates "Currently amended", and yet containes the word "shifter" in line 9, which was previously deleted.. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The 
language, "wherein the second shifter has a capacity to shift which is less than the maximum ... length" does not distinguish Applicant's 
claimed invention over the prior art. The cited Merriam-Webster Dictionary states, "the potential or suitability for holding, storing, or 
accomodating" and also, "an individual's mental or physical ability". One of ordinary skill in the art would reasonably appreciate 
Applicant's claimed language as indicating, "the shifter having an ability or potential to shift less than the maximum amount", which (as 
shown) is clearly indicated by the cited prior art. This is the broadest reasonable interpretation. The rejection under the prior art is 
maintained. Applicant does appear to have provided a shifter with the ability to shift less than the maximum length.. 
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
